A recent article in a weekly publication of great circulation gave a 
list of several hundred organizations which, directly or indirectly, are advo- 
cating and agitating some special “cause” at Washington, and it is interest-

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services were held in the First Congregational Church, where he was 
settled for half a century.

Grand Chaplain of 
the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts twelve years, first in 1828 and last, 
the year of his decease, 1862. 

Dec. 30, 1862, the Grand Lodge in annual session, resolved, “That in 
the death of our late Brother Samuel Osgood, the Masonic Fraternity has 
lost one of its firmest friends and brightest lights. 

“The Grand Lodge feels a melancholy satisfaction in recording its 
testimony to the fearless fidelity, which marked his Masonic course, in 
times of trial; to his intelligent attachment to the Order and to his 
devotion to its interest at all seasons. 

“That we cherish in fraternal remembrance the many religious, Ma-

No woman can be a Freemason according to the original 
Plan of Freemasonry to which English Freemasons have from time im- 
memorial adhered. Every Brother among them is pledged, while respect- 
ing genuine and true Brethren wherever they are to be met, to discounte- 
nance all dissenters from that original Plan, and to admit that it is not 
in the power of any man or body of men to make innovation in the Body 
of Masonry. In these conditions, it is impossible for the Board of Gen- 
eral Purposes to recommend to Grand Lodge the prayer of the petition; 
and it will continue to express its disciplinary powers towards any mem- 
ber working under the English Jurisdiction who violates his obligation 
by being present at or assisting in assemblies professing to be Masonic 
which are attended by women.—Yours faithfully, 
(Signed) P. COLVILLE SMITH, Grand Secretary.

Pharisees in the Masonic Fraternity 


The Pharisees constituted one of the three sects or orders of Judeaism 
as represented two thousand years ago; the other two being the Sad- 
ducees and Essenes. Regarding the derivation of the word and its orig- 
inal significance there is some difference of opinion, but there is no doubt 
that in its common acceptation the term implies a separateness and ex- 
clusiveness such as was characteristic of the class to which reference is 
made. As a matter of fact the Pharisees stood aloof from the common 
people and looked contemptuously upon the illiterate and irreligious of 
their day, esteeming themselves to be more holy than the rest of the 
community and best entitled to have the control of affairs in church and 
state. 
The Pharisees of olden time were not altogether undeserving of re- 
spect. They called themselves sages, or rather disciples of sages, and 
had a strong feeling in favor of ancient teachings and traditions, which 
they sought to magnify in every way possible. They were eminently 
respectable in the outward manifestations of character, devout and punc- 
tilious in their observance of the ritual and ceremony of their religion, 
and so it was they gained credit among those who could but notice their 
scrupulous adherence to forms and rules held in some respect even by 
those who were practically neglectful of the same. With all this, however, 
the ancient Pharisees were grievously lacking in the elements of a noble, 
true manhood. They were hard, selfish, ostentatious, and given to de- 
spising people not of their own class. They magnified traditions, put 
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undue emphasis on petty details, and prided themselves on obeying the 
minutest precepts in their accepted formulae of service. But, while they 
were most attentive to these matters, they neglected the great rules of 
life, “the weightier matters of the law, judgment, mercy and faith.” They 
asserted themselves in an aggressive manner, always claiming the chief 
seats in the synagogues and the first places at the tables. They plumed 
themselves on their assumed superiority, thanking God in their pride 
that they were not as other people, toward whom they had little respect 
or sympathy. 

If the Pharisees of olden time have been correctly outlined, is it not 
evident that something of their likeness is shown in our own time? Are 
there not Pharisees among Masons? Look out upon the craft—taking 
into view a single lodge, or the membership of a Grand Lodge—and are 
there not many who give expression in manner, words and actions, of 
that same spirit of ostentation, exclusiveness, contempt for other people, 
which was so noticeable in the character of the ancient Pharisees whose 
very name has come down to us as a term of reproach? The Pharisees 
among Masons are represented by those brethren who seek personal ag- 
grandizement by combining their influence and activities and who flaunt 
their own superiority to secure for themselves honors and power. It is 
deplorable that there should be so many affected by such a disposition— 
men who sneer at and despise those with whom they have knelt at Ma- 
sonic Altars and promised to walk and work in closest fellowship.

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A Pilgrimage in Germany

On a beautiful spring afternoon in 1919, several of us on duty at the 
3rd Army Headquarters, journeyed up the right bank of the Rhine, to 
the old town of Oberlahnstein. It is the point at which the railways cross, 
and their lines run between the town and shore, forming a complete 
network. : 

The well-preserved old fortress of Lahneck contrasts curiously with 
the characteristics of modern times. The Castle, with its almost inacces- 
sible position, was the harbor of safety in times of danger. While passing 
through the streets of this old town, I often reflected on the mighty 
ecclesiastical rulers, who, in the very long ago, combined their power, in 
this small town, to dictate the fate of the then great empire. 

It was from this point, where the river Lahn joins the Rhine. that, 
to a certain extent, was considered the keystone of the highway of robbery 
and extortion, on which the knights of noble fantily, ruining and oppress- 
ing trade, spent most of their time. 

The Castle of Lahneck, which at the present time is in the possession 
of a retired German admiral, according to tradition, was built by the 
Knights Templars. History, however, relates that it was really the work 
of the Archbishop of Mayence. It is first mentioned towards the end of 
the 13th century. The French destroyed it during 1600, but it was after- 
wards completely rebuilt in its old form, and only remains for time to 
do its work by giving it the stamp of age, 

The Castle of Lahneck is said to have been the last refuge of the 
Knights Templars in Germany, the white-haired old Count of Lahneck 
being their leader. 

The order had amassed great wealth in other years, until the Pope, 
coveting the treasure, and invited thereto by the King of France and the 
Archbishop of Mayence, commenced a course of prosecution, having for 
its object the dissolution of the order, and the distribution of the money 
amongst themselves. 

Resolved to remain true to their vows and to defend their property 
to the last, the old Count of Lahneck and twelve stalwart knights in- 
trenched themselves in the Castle of Lahneck, and fought so bravely 
that they succeeded in keeping their oppressors, with a force of two 
thousand men, at bay for months. 

Finally the battering rams made a breach in the walls, through which 
the besieging party rushed, calling on the knights to surrender. But the 
Count of Lahneck, who now had only four companions left, retreated 
toward the inner fortress, declaring that he would fight while life re- 
mained. Step by step they fell back, but when the drawbridge was reached 
only the old count remained. All had fallen defending him. He grimly 
hewed right and left, calling with each blow: “For Honor and Right!” 

. The gallant young leader of the besieging party, seeing the dangerous 
position in which his foe stood, and filled with admiration for the brave 
old man, cast away his sword, and, advancing, caught the Count around 
the waist, trying to draw him to a place of safety. 

“Surrender!” he cried. “Never!” replied the old Templar; and seeing 
that he could no longer resist the clasp about him, he suddenly flung him- 
self over the drawbridge, dragging his captor with him. They struck 
upon the rocks below, where they were dashed to pieces. So fell the last 
of the Knights Templars in Germany. 
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“There Is No Death”

My brother and reader, think for just one moment on the meaning of 
this phrase. What thought does it arouse in your mind, your conscious- 
ness, your very soul itself? We may comprehend some of its meaning 
through intuition, and by the power of the Light within each and every 
one of us, but to endeavor to describe the thoughts of it fully and clearly 
in words originating from a surely physical source seems impossible. To 
some degree it means life, growth, development, unfoldment, evolution 
unending. It is the anthithesis of what we term “death” which is but 
another name for decay, dissolution, disintegration, destruction, which in 
reality, is but a chemical changing of matter from one form to another, 
or life evolving through forms from lower to higher spheres of activity 
by that very changing. ‘Death’ is but a shadow of the valley through 
which all earth life must pass in traveling from one condition of existence 
to another. 

__ Since as we sow, so shall we reap, and as there is no death, so, also, 
will and does intuition, conscience and reason impress upon us from within 
that, in preparing to pass through the Valley of the Shadow from death to 
life, we should strive to ever more and more “Live the Life” and “Learn 
the Law.” “The ignorant obey the law through fear; the wise keep the 
law through knowledge of it.” The wise learn of the Great Law of Life 
through the actual living in harmony with it, and by that living they 
ieee the truth of the teaching of all Masters of this law: “There is no 

eath.” 

On Easter morn Christians may truly feel a joy of elation surge 
through their inmost being as they listen to the old, old story of the resur- 
rection from “death to life.” Yet they should realize that they hold no 
monopoly over the teaching of so great and good a truth as this. 

Inability to limit these teachings to any one time or place seems 
to be—in part, at least—the cause of this truth being believed by millions 
upon millions of souls of earth in all times, among all nations and of all 
religions. 

This great truth of continued life has been dramatized, symbolized 
and told in so many ways and for so long a time that, at first, one would 
think that all men should by now have embodied it so strongly, each in 
his own individual character, that they all would indeed be brothers in one 
common bond of sympathetic understanding and knowledge of it. But 
such seems to be the makeup of men that they would rather merely believe 
than strive to know. 

Blind belief has been and ever is a curse instead of a blessing. It 
leaves the door wide open for “cowans and eavesdroppers” to enter into 
the consciousness of man and tell him what he must and must not believe, 
and by controlling him thus prevent his living the life and proving that 
great law of life, “there is no death.” 

; One of the greatest—many believe him the greatest—of all the Mas- 
ters is recorded as saying, “Ask and you shall receive, seek and you shall 
find, knock and it shall be opened unto you.” Surely diligent obedience 
of this injunction will give to mankind added strength, proof and reason 
for the belief, “there is no death,” even if he only ask himself and seek 
historically, because it will then convince him, like a blow from an instru- 
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ment of “death,” that this truth has come down to him from out the 
ages, from such remote antiquity, that he cannot find its beginning. 

Egypt’s book of the Dead contains the story of the journey of the 
soul through the Valley of the Shadow called Amenti, and of its encounters 
with the demons and powers of darkness of its own earthly ignorance; and 
if that soul successfully completes the journey by the aid of its own signs 
and passwords of good deeds performed from right motives in this life, 
it emerges from the darkness of the Valley of the Shadow into the light 
of absolute knowledge that to have lived the life of life in accordance with 
the admonitions and directions of its own inner guide (uncoerced by those 
who would dominate), there is no death for it, but rather an unending un- 
foldment of joyous living. 

The Erebus of Orpheus of old Greece was but the Amenti of Egypt, 
As it is known that Orpheus was initiated in Egypt it is not difficult to 
surmise whence came his knowledge. 

The sacrifice of Sarvameda performed each morning by the Brahmin 
priests is but another symbolic way of setting forth the fact that in death 
there is life; that is, “there is no death.” 

And this fact of nature has not only been taught to souls of earth by 
Masters of the Law, but the Masters have proven it by the living of the life 
themselves. Thus the sons of man have become veritable Sons of God 
and, by proving, while yet in this life, that “there is no death,” they have 
preserved this great truth for man to use as his rule and guide. 

At the period of the vernal equinox, when nature awakens from her 
sleep of winter (for sleep it only is), the nations and religions of earth have 
ever celebrated and continue to celebrate in honor of rebirth, resurrection 
and life. 

This is the meaning of the celebrations at this time of the year in the 
past and in the present in honor of Osiris and Horus of Egypt, Tammuz 
of Babylon, Christna of India, Ra of the Chaldeans, Attis of Phrygia, 
Adonis of Greece, Mithra of Persia, the Pasch of the Jews, the Christ of the 
Christians; and these are but a few from the records of the past and 
present. 

In the story of the life of the Christian founder we again see the efforts 
made to assist mankind in removing the rubbish which had accumulated 
around and about the Temple of Truth. And again were the incredulous 
(probably as much in error as the credulous) masses so bound down by 
their dogmas as to be only convinced by the Master making the supreme 
sacrifice in order to demonstrate the truth that in “death” there is life. 
This eternal raising of the body of truth (buried, and yet not dead) by the 
word of life, should so powerfully impress the members of the Masonic 
Brotherhood that henceforth they will strive to build into their earth lives 
those virtues that bring about the building of that house not made with 
hands, eternal in the heavens; a house against which the storms and winds

By this life the brotherhood of man is made apparent to man, and to

Bro. Lawrence had been deeply interest- 
ed in Masonry for many years, having been 
active in Scottish and York Rites as well 
as Blue Lodge Masonry. 


Sometimes the unusual name of a lodge 
has the effect of exciting curiosity oo 
the reason for its use. It is interesting to 
discover its origin. In the case of Budleigh 
Lodge of New Bedford, Mass., and Quitticus 
Lodge of New Bedford, Mass., we find the 
titles are derived from two very different 
and distinct sources. To Right Worshipful 
Bro. Oliver Roberts, the learned librarian 
of the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts we 
are indebted for the following information 
regarding these two quaint lodge names. 
Pes Spelling: Quitiquas ; Quetquas; 

juas:—Meaning “ i or 
Doane ace g “Lake of islands,” or 

Just north of New Bedford toward Mid- 
dleboro are two ponds, Greater Quitticus 
and Little Quitticus. In Great Quitticus 
pond are three islands. Near these ponds 
and taking his name from them lived an 
Indian Chief Quitticus of the Nemasket 
tribe. He is said to have lived to a great 
age. 


Roger Conant was the leader in the set- 
tlement and development of ancient Naum- 
keag (Salem), of which Beverly was a part. 
He was baptized in the parish church of 
Budleigh, Devonshire, England, April 9th, 
1592; came to America (probably in the 
“Ann”) in 1623. Conant’s character and 
influence in the Naumkeag Colony were 
of the greatest value to the colony. 

Budleigh Parish was formed in 1260. First 
vicar was Stephen de Budleigh, 1261. The 
present church (Hast Budleigh) was built 
in 1430. It has many armorial Bearings of 
noted families who afterwards became fa- 
mous in American Colonial discovery and 
settlement,—Sir Francis Drake, Sir Walter 
Raleigh, ete. 


Union Lodge, A. F. & A. M.. of Dor- 
chester, Mass., celebrated its 125th anni- 
versary Sunday morning, May 22, with 
services at the First Parish Church (Uni- 
tarian). The church was filled by 600 mem- 
bers of the lodge, their friends, and dele- 
gations from Dorchester Royal Arch Chap- 
ter, St. Omer commandery, Rabboni and 
Algonquin lodges. 

The sermon was delivered by the Rey. 
Bro. Adelbert L. Hudson, on the subject, 
“What the World Owes to Freemasonry.” 
Dr. George M. Hersey, worshipful master 
of Union lodge, was in charge of the ex- 
ercises. A special musical program was 
given under Malcolm Lang, organist-direc- 
tor. Ebenezer Withington was the first 
master of the lodge, and its charter wag 
signed by Paul Revere, when he was grand 
master of the state. 


American Union Lodge, No. 1, A. F. & 
A. M., Marietta, Ohio, celebrated recently 
the one hundred and forty-fifth anniver- 
sary of its founding. The event was ob- 
served in truly appropriate manner and 
the guests of honor were Grand Master 
Flotron, Deputy Grand Master Ransbot- 
tom, Grand Secretary Bromwell, Grand 
Orator Baker, Grand Marshal Martin and 
Past Grand Commander Henry, and others. 

American Union Lodge was constituted 
at Waterman’s Tavern, Roxbury, Massa- 
chusetts, February 20th, 1776, nearly five 
months before the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. It worked in the Patriot Army 
until April 23, 1783, was visited by Wash- 
ington and other patriot chiefs, and re- 
opened in Campus Martius, Marietta, Ohio, 
June 28th. 1790, by Jonathan Heart, W.M., 
and was the first lodge opened in the North- 
west Territory. It was re-chartered by the 
Grand Lodge of Ohio on January 5th, 1816. 
General Rufus Putnam, first Grand Mas- 
ter of Ohio, Governor Return J. Meigs, 
Lewis Cass, and other eminent men were 
members of this Lodge. 
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A mortgage for $300,000 on the Masonic 
Temple in Portland, Maine, is to be re- 
deemed under certain conditions, from the 
estate of Augustus G. Scholtterbeck, ac- 
cording to provisions in his will, filed in 
probate court recently. . 

He was chairman of the committee which 
had charge of the erection of thé“Temple 
about ten years ago. The payment will 
be made from a trust fund to be° estab- 
lished after the death of his wife on con- 
dition that there are surrendered to the 
Masonic Trustees of Portland and can- 
celled within five years from the creation 
of the fund, unit certificates in the build- 
ing held by the Masonic bodies to the 
amount of $38,000 and not less than 75 
per cent of the unit certificates bought by 
Masons.

The Shrine Hospital for Crippled Chil- 
dren. whose establishment was anthorized 
bv the last Imnerial Council of the A. A. 
O. N. M. S. at Portland, Ore., in June, 1920, 


will be located in St. Louis. That decision 
was reached by the committee on site which 
was appointed last summer and which has, 
since its appointment, been busily engaged 
in surveying the situation, listening to ar- 
guments pro and con on various locations 
and studying all the details of the proposals 
made by the various candidates for the 
honor of having the Shrine Hospital within 
its borders. 

The hospital which, as all members of 
the Shrine are aware, will be for crippled 
children, had its birth in the interest in 
that field of activity of Past Imperial Po- 
tentate W. Freeland Kendrick, of Philadel- 
phia, who retired from office with the ex- 
treme satisfaction that the Imperial Coun- 
cil had approved his recommendations for 
the establishment of such an institution. 

The cost of the hospital building and 
equipment cannot be estimated at present 
as it is the determination of the Shrine 
to make it the most complete institution 
of its character in the world and to so 
maintain it that it will keep pace with the 
needs of the children who are to be its 
patients and with the development of medi- 
cal practice in that special field. . 

Aside from the special endowment gifts 
which have already been pledged the initial 
assessment of $2 per member, payable with 
the annual dues, has provided a fund of 
approximately $1,000,000 and this will be 
steadily increased in annual amounts so 
long as the assessment is ordered and ap- 
proved by the Imperial Council. 

The report of the committee on site has 
still to be approved by the Imperial Cqun- 
cil which will meet in Des Moines, Iowa, 
in June, but that is regarded as a matter 
of form and the only thing which can now 
interfere with the actual establishment of 
the hospital in St. Louis will be attempt 
on the part of land owners to put a ficti- 
tious price on any site that may be chosen 
for the building. Even that is not likely, 
for in the light of the power and influence 
of the membership of Moolah Temple in St. 
Louis it is not likely that any such attempt 
will be made, or, if made, it is certain to 
be scotched in the beginning. 

In the selection of the hospital site St. 
Louis was in competition with practically 
all the large cities of the country as well 
as some of the smaller localities which are 
for one reason or another medically and 
surgically famous. 

The general hospital committee of the 
Shrine has held several meetings in recent 
months. no less than three of them in St. 
Louis, the last on Saturday of last week. 
The session on that day was called to con- 
sider the final arguments as to the ad- 
vantages of the various sites offered and 
particularly those of St. Louis. 
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The committee which was headed by 
Noble Sam. P. Cochrane of Dallas, Tex., 
was taken in charge on its arrival in St. 
Louis by a committee of Moolah Temple, 
headed by Past Potentate John E. Bishop, 
who was given carte blanche by the mem- 
bers of Moolah some months ago to do all 
things that might be necessary to secure 
the location of the hospital in St. Louis. 

The hospital committee was influenced 
greatly by the increasing prominence of 
this city as a medical and scientific center, 
and by the proximity of Washington Uni- 
versity and St. Louis University medical 
schools. The usual mild climate of St. 
Louis also was considered in its favor. 

Crippled children will be admitted for 
treatment from all parts of this country 
and Canada. There will be no religious re- 
strictions, and the number of patients will 
be limited by capacity only. 

Members of the Shrine have made it 
clear that, while St. Louis has been offi- 
cially selected for the center of the Order’s 
charitable work, this decision will be al- 
tered if exorbitant demands are made for 
ground upon which to erect the buildings. 
Any attempt to inflate land values will be 
followed by another meeting of the com- 
mittee and the consideration of offerings 
of other cities for the institution.

This has much to do with 
the committee’s decision as well as the 
fact that St. Louis already has within its 
medical fraternity some of the most fam- 
ous practitioners in children’s cases, of the 
type to be cared for in the Shrine Hos- 
pital, that the world now knows. 

The hospital to be established in St 
Louis will be the base hosnital and later 
on it is expected that branch hospitals for 
special purposes requiring specific loca- 
tions will be added to the equipment which 
will be provided for the crippled children 
of the conntry. It is honed bv those in- 
terested that the hospital building can be 
made a part of the Barne’s Hospital group. 


A special article is being prepared for 
“The Missouri Freemason” covering the 
many interesting phases of the proposed 
Shrine Hospital for Crippled Children in 
the course of the committee’s endeavors to 
locate it in St. Louis. 

Our readers, of course, don’t know what 
hard work it required. The plan for a 
hospital originated with Imperial Potentate 
W. Freeland Kendrick and at the same 
time that Noble John E. Bishop was Po- 
tentate of Moolah Temple. Noble Bishop 
immediately set to work to obtain the hos- 
pital’s location in St. Louis. When Noble 
Neun was elected Potentate he appointed 
Noble Bishop chairman of the Moolah Hos- 
pital Committee that there might be no 
interruption in Noble Bishop’s plans or 
work. The wisdom of Potentate Neun’s ap- 
pointment was demonstrated when the 
world at large was notified that St. Louis 
had been selected as the proper city for 
the hospital. Too much credit cannot be 
given Past Potentate John E. Bishop for 
his efforts in behalf of Moolah Temple and 
the city of St. Louis. With the selection of 
the city of St. Louis as the winning city, 
the Imperial Council takes charge of the 
building project for the Ancient Arabic 
Order Nobles of the Mystic Shrine of North 
America. Moolah’s committee’s work is 
ended. The Imperial representatives ap- 
pointed a new committee to represent the 
Imperial Council and named as the new 
chairman, Past Imperial Potentate Henry 
W. Neidringhaus (who is also a Past Po- 
tentate of Moolah Temple). Past Potentate 
John E. Bishop was made a member of 
the new committee. 


The Hon. Thos. R. Marshal, 33rd degree, 
Hon., of the Northern Jurisdiction, ex- 
Vice-President of the United States, was in 
Dallas for a lecture engagement on Fri- 
day, April 1. While there he was tendered 
an informal dinner in the English room of 
the Adolphus Hotel by brethren of the Rite 
of the thirty-third degree of Dallas Con- 
sistory No. 2. Bro. Mike H. Thomas, 33rd 
degree, Hon., was master of ceremonies and 
a short reception was held in the parlor 
just before going into the English room. 
Each guest was presented to the former 
Vice-President and his wife. The dinner 
Was preceded by invocation by Bro. John 
G, Slayter, 32nd degree, K. C. C. H.. pastor 
of the East Dallas Christian Church, 

Following the menu Bro. Thomas made 
a brief welcome address, in which he paid 
tribute to both the honor euests of the 
evening and introduced Bro. Marshall, who 
snoke briefly. his address being short on 
account of his sneaking engagement later 
in the evening at the Coliseum. The speaker 
confined his remarks mostly to Freemason- 
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ry. its principles and purposes. However. 
he referred to his work as Vice-President 
of the United States very modestly. 


Three times as many Masonic lodges 
were instituted in 1920 jin England and 
those parts of the dominions where the 
united grand lodge of England has juris- 
diction as in any of the previous seven 
years. according to a report just made pub- 
lic.

Freemason’s hall. the craft’s London 
headquarters, has become too small for the 
demands made upon it, and the return from 
India of the Duke of Connaught, the grand 
master, is awaited for the completion of a 
big extension scheme, including a new Ma- 
sonic temple and offices to be erected as a 
memorial to members who fell in the war. 


Freemasonry has never at any time 
taught any false doctrine. It has a pure 
channel of communication as its tradition. 
Its knowledge has been and still is, trans- 
mitted orally from generation to genera- 
tion; truth is its principal Jandmark, which 
the waves of time can never efface. As 
the ages roll on, and the nearer the ful- 
ness of time approaches, the truth will be- 
come more distinct, and men will more will- 
ingly acknowledge the sublime principles 
we teach. The time has already come when 
our bright Craftsmen seem determined to 
examine every landmark and tradition, and 
search for every hidden meaning in the 
emblems of the Institution. Many are gaz- 
ing on our obscure firmament, like some 
moral astronomers, eager for discovery, and 
eyeing its splendid group of stars. A mis- 
ty cloud may hang about our Masonic 
canopy, but there is always a star-lit rain- 
bow in it.

IRELAND 

According to the official reports, which 
have just been issued, Freemasonry has 
been making general headway in Ireland 
during the past year, when nineteen new 
Lodges were consecrated, compared wiih 
twenty in 1919, and eighteen in 1918. 

The Craft has more than held its own in 
Dublin and the South and West, while in 
the North it has made considerable prog- 
ress. In addition to new Lodges the actual 
membership of existing Lodges has in- 
creased greatly. The rule with reference 
to the prohibition of all discussion of 
politics in Lodges is strictly observed. 

A roll of honor containing the names of 
50,000 Irish Masons who served in the war 
has been prepared, and the King has signi- 
fied his intention of receiving a copy. 

Lord Dunalley has been appointed to suc- 
ceed the late Lord Plunkett as Grand Sec- 
retary, while the present Lord Primate of 
Ireland, Dr. D’Arcy, succeeds the late Lord 
Tauate, Dr. J. B. Crozier, as Grand Chap- 
ain. 

Proportionate progress has been made by 
the Grand Royal Arch Chapter, thirteen 
Warrants for new Chapters having been is- 
sued during the year, says the “Northern 
Wig.” 

The death of the Deputy Grand Master 
of Ireland, Bro. Sir. Charles A. Cameron, 
C. B., last month, is a distinct loss to the 
Craft, as he was known as a Mason all 
over the World. He was born 16th of July, 
1830, and was made a Mason in Fidelity 
Lodge, Dublin, in 1858, and for 63 years he 
was active in every branch of Masonry. 
He was Past King of three Royal Arch 
Chapters, and Past High Grand Priest of 
Ireland. He was Knight Grand Commander 
in the Great Priory of Ireland under the 
Duke of Connaught, who is Grand Master 
of tke Order of Knights Templar in Ire- 
and as well as in England; a member of 
ihe Supreme Council of the Thirtv-third 
egree for Ireland. He was a scientist 
of world-wide fame, author of numerous 
works on sanitation, chemistry and geology, 
and historian of the Royal College of Snr- 
feone, Ireland. Knights Templar are in- 
debted to him for his history of “Chivalric 
Masonry in the British Isles.”
